Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1969. 

Changes  commented  on  in  the  Report  for  1968  continue  in  the 
town  and  around. 

Many  of  us  are  impatient  at  the  slow  progress  made  in 
environmental  uplift.  Plans  take  time  to  make  and  much  is  in  the 
pipeline.  Dominated  by  the  need  to  introduce  new  industry  less 
emphasis  has  been  given  to  improving  the  town  itself.  This  has  now 
changed  because  of  the  excellent  progress  with  industrial  de- 
velopments. 

Writing  at  the  end  of  1970  there  is  still  too  much  soot  and  dust 
and  domestic  haze  about.  Minor  tidying  up  and  small  improve- 
ments are  needed  in  addition  to  more  encouragement  for  more 
rapid  changes  to  more  efficient  and  modern  apparatus  in  the  homes 
with  the  assistance  of  grants. 

The  reduction  of  vehicles,  especially  heavy  vehicles,  passing 
through  the  town  as  a result  of  the  Alfreton  By-pass  is  most  marked 
Reduction  in  noise,  danger  and  inconvenience  result  from  this. 

Pleasant  to  note  are  the  new  warden  schemes  introduced  for 
the  benefit  of  the  older  people. 

The  use  of  Improvement  Grants  to  provide  indoor  toilets  and 
bathrooms  or  showers  should  be  on  an  extended  scale.  Crossing 
the  yard  in  a nightie  on  a winters  night  is  not  a healthy  occupation. 

Your  staff  are  cheerful  and  work  with  energy.  The  interest  of 
family  doctors  is  welcomed. 

The  interest  of  Council  members  in  health  topics  is  a con- 
siderable encouragement  to  all  of  us.

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STATISTICS 


The  statistics  which  appear  in  this  report  have  been  compiled 
from  information  received  from  a number  of  sources  throughout 
the  year. 

They  are  kept  to  a minimum  in  this  report  but  some  are 
necessary  so  that  comparisons  can  be  made  with  previous  years. 

The  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  Alfreton  supplies  a 
weekly  return  giving  details  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the 
area. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  sent  in  by  the  Medical 
Practitioners  and  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  sometimes  by  the  Chest 
Physicians  and  Hospital  Medical  Officers. 

The  notification  of  suspected  cases  is  most  important,  for 
instance  in  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  and  dysentry.  Telephone 
communications  are  much  appreciated  and  can  save  a great  deal 
of  time. 

Additional  information  about  infectious  disease  and  un- 
diagnosed illnesses  comes  from  hospitals,  school  teachers,  parents, 
health  visitors  and  casual  conversations. 

At  weekly  and  quarterly  intervals,  details  regarding  infectious 
disease,  births  and  deaths,  are  received  from  the  Registrar  General. 
This  enables  a watch  to  be  kept  on  any  unusually  prevalent  disease 
in  the  County,  or  surrounding  districts  or  towns. 

Information  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  or  Port 
Medical  Officers  about  travellers  leads  to  surveillance  of  persons 
arriving  from  Smallpox  areas.  Sometimes  contacts  of  paratyphoid 
cases  require  examination  to  ensure  that  they  are  free  from  disease. 

Many  points  occur  during  the  year  and  are  dealt  with  in  a 
routine  manner. 

POPULATION 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  at  30th  June,  1969  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  22,440.  This  is  a decrease  of 
160  from  the  estimate  made  at  the  same  time  in  1968. 

BIRTHS 

302  live  births  were  registered,  giving  a crude  birth  rate  per 
thousand  of  the  population  of  13-5.  This  figure  when  adjusted  for 
comparison  purposes  by  the  application  of  the  comparability  factor 
of  1*06  is  14-3.  This  can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales 
rate  of  16-3. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

5 infant  deaths  were  recorded.  These  give  a mortality  rate  per 
1,000  live  births  of  17  0.  This  can  be  compared  with  an  England 
and  Wales  rate  of  18  0. 
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PERINATAL  MORTALITY 

The  number  of  still  births  and  infant  deaths  occurring  under 
the  age  of  one  week  is  7,  giving  a rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births 
of  23-0.  The  following  table  gives  the  figures  for  the  last  five  years.

STILL  BIRTHS 

The  4 still  births  registered  give  a rate  per  1,000  births  (live 
and  still)  of  13  0.  This  can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales 
rate  of  13  0. 

DEATHS 

282  deaths  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  per 
thousand  of  the  population  of  12-6,  which  after  adjustment  by  the 
application  of  the  comparability  factor  of  1T2  is  14T,  and  can  be 
compared  with  a rate  of  11-9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  from  Individual  diseases 

The  282  deaths  are  set  out  in  Table  5 according  to  cause  and 
sex. 

Disease  of  Heart  and  Circulatory  System 

159  deaths  occurred  in  this  group,  92  males  and  67  females. 

Cancer 

42  deaths,  22  males  and  20  females,  make  this  the  second 
largest  group.  The  death  rates  per  thousand  of  the  population  are 
set  out  in  the  Summary  of  Statistics  with  comparative  figures  for 
England  and  Wales. 

There  were  14  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus — 
12  men  and  2 women 

Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis 

There  were  15  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  14  from  bronchitis. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  registered  in  the  District. 

Tuberculosis 

An  elderly  woman  died  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.

Accidents 

2 persons,  one  male  and  one  female,  died  as  a result  of 
accidents. 

A middle-aged  woman  died  from  an  overdose  of  drugs  and  a 
young  man  after  being  involved  in  a motor  vehicle  accident. 

Suicide 

An  elderly  man  committed  suicide  by  hanging. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

63  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified.  The  incidence  of 
individual  diseases  was  Measles  52,  Scarlet  Fever  4,  Tuberculosis 
3,  Infective  Jaundice  2,  Whooping  Cough  2. 

Measles 

52  cases  were  notified — the  majority  of  the  cases  occurred 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

3 new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified — all  these 
were  men. 

Infective  Jaundice 

2 cases  were  notified — both  these  were  women. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

It  is  important  to  notify  what  appear  to  be  first  cases.  One 
case  does  not  make  an  outbreak  but  it  provides  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  infection  arising  from  somewhere. 

Information  about  the  cause  of  infection  can  be  obtained  and 
this  knowledge  used  to  control  further  spread.  Contacts  can  be 
warned,  checked  and  possibly  protected  against  the  disease.

INFLUENZA 

The  end  of  the  year  ushered  in  an  influenza  outbreak.  To  be 
the  worst  since  1957. 

Each  year  there  are  discussions  about  immunisation  and  each 
year  much  the  same  advice  is  given  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security.  Immunisation  has  not  been  advised  generally 
and  if  it  is  carried  out  persons  particularly  at  risk  or  priority 
service  personnel  might  be  considered  eligible. 

This  outbreak  was  anticipated  but  as  usual  its  severity  could 
not  be  forecast. 
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WELFARE  SERVICES 

The  Derbyshire  plan  for  grouping  together  the  various  Welfare 
Officers  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  1970.  In  advance  of 
legislation.  To  obtain  any  service  from  one  telephone  number  and 
one  office  is  a tremendous  advance.  One  wishes  well  of  the  new 
venture. 

This  is  a fascinating  period  of  history.  To  listen  to  the  ad- 
ministrator setting  up  services.  This  is  unification. 

Where  now  shall  the  lines  of  disunity  be  moved.  How  shall  the 
human  needs  be  split  in  order  to  enable  administration  to  function. 

The  apparent  change  in  the  meaning  of  words  is  sometimes 
used  to  indicate  a spring  cleaning  of  an  organisation  or  a job.  The 
use  of  the  word  “social”  is  so  varied — from  a “drink  and  a dance” 
to  serious  “social  workers”  that  confusion  might  arise  ! However, 
we  get  used  to  new  titles  if  given  time. 

We  hope  the  new  cleavage  lines  will  not  cause  any  difficulty. 


DISABLED  AND  MOBILITY 

Attention  is  again  directed  to  the  increasing  number  of  wheel- 
chairs and  other  aids  for  the  disabled  now  seen  about  on  a fine  day. 

More  and  more  older  people  and  younger  people  who  have 
quite  severe  disabilities  are  being  encouraged  to  get  about. 

Clear  pavements,  no  steps,  and  adequate  handrails  where 
there  have  to  be  steps  are  necessary. 

Toilet  compartments  capable  of  taking  wheelchairs  should  be 
considered.  Easy  access  to  Libraries,  Post  Offices  and  other  public 
buildings  will  continue  this  encouragement. 

Treatment  of  and  prevention  of  disabilities  continues  to  im- 
prove but  the  number  of  older  people  with  a liability  to  these 
troubles  also  increases. 

Equipment  designed  to  be  safe  for  older  people  will  also  be 
safe  for  other  people.  Safe  baths  or  showers,  cookers  with  inbuilt 
safety  (automatic  gas  ignition),  non-slip  floors,  equipment  at  the 
right  height  are  all  essential  items. 

Chiropody  for  older  people  is  a service  which  avoids  con- 
siderable suffering  and  encourages  mobility  in  comfort.  The  service 
by  the  Chiropodists  is  much  appreciated. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  the  year  poster  boards,  leaflets  and  discussions  were 
used  to  support  various  campaigns. 

The  dangers  of  hypothermia  were  emphasised  by  posters  This 
supported  comments  in  papers,  journals  and  other  sources. 

, are  st^  t0°  manY  cold  houses  and  many  insufficiently 

heated.  Many  occupants  comment  forcefully  on  this  ; a lift  over 
this  financial  barrier  is  required. 
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It  was  considered  important  again  to  remind  members  of  the 
public  to  report  the  presence  of  rats  to  the  Health  Department  for 
action. 

Various  poisons  and  methods  are  used  to  kill  rats — a close 
watch  is  kept  on  this  because  there  have  been  failures  to  kill 
because  of  poor  methods. 

Whenever  possible  the  relations  between  cigarette  smoking 
and  health  have  been  illustrated. 

The  use  of  Improvement  Grants  to  obtain  better  home  con- 
ditions has  been  brought  to  attention. 

Posters  “Deadly  Dustbins”  have  been  exhibited. 

Attention  has  been  drawn  to  family  planning  facilities. 

Measles  vaccination  was  supported.  Unfortunately  vaccine 
problems  cut  short  our  efforts.  Later  in  this  year  and  the  following 
year  cases  of  measles  occurred. 

FAMILY  PLANNING 

Encouragement  has  been  given  whenever  possible  to  family 
planning  services  whether  carried  out  by  family  doctors  or  by  the 
Family  Planning  Association. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  the  long  term  results  of  the  present 
expansion  and  development  of  services. 

Is  the  present  increasing  abortion  rate  a temporary  feature  if 
information  about  family  planning  is  dealt  with  adequately  ? 

Will  the  provision  for  mentally  handicapped  be  able  to  be 
reduced  if  it  is  more  certain  that  only  fit  children  will  be  safely 
born  ? 

NOISE 

When  noise  is  discussed  in  connection  with  health  it  usually 
means  disturbing  or  irritating  noise.  Not  always  is  loudness  the  key 
to  the  situation  but  more  often  the  variability  and  irritable  nature, 
especially  at  night. 

A low  level  noise  may  be  a problem  to  someone  who  cannot 
sleep  or  is  ill. 

These  are  usually  individual  cases  but  sometimes  groups  of 
people  are  involved  and  protest  with  vigour.  Those  who  live  on  the 
spot  have  all  the  evidence  but  are  always  loath  to  take  action 
themselves  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act. 

Continuous  noise  and  town  noise  seem  to  be  less  trouble  and 
are  often  accepted.  Townfolk  used  to  noisy  streets  at  night  find  it 
difficult  to  sleep  in  quiet  surroundings. 

Very  many  people  live  in  very  much  noisier  situations  than 
those  from  which  complaints  are  sometimes  received.  Sometimes 
the  background  noise  when  measured  is  higher  than  the  noise 
complained  about. 

Each  case  has  to  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits. 

Measurement  is  a guide  but  an  accurate  description  with  times 
and  frequency  is  equally  useful.  Few  people  who  complain  bother 
to  keep  proper  records  to  prove  their  comments. 
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CLEAN  AIR 
1.  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  town  is  situated  in  the  Midland  fog  belt.  As  a result 
domestic  smoke  increases  the  pollution  which  tends  to  be  around 
for  longer  periods  and  up  to  roof  top  height.  People  fit  or  unfit 
spend  24  hours  per  day  in  this  atmosphere.  This  is  quite  different 
from  industrial  exposure  to  pollution  for  working  hours  only.  In 
addition,  if  work  poses  a proolem  to  health  the  worker  can  change 
his  job.  Not  so  the  unfit  and  not  so  fit.  Picture  the  asthmatic  or 
bronchitic  confined  to  bed  gazing  out  at  smoke  billowing  from 
chimney  pots  on  the  other  side  of  the  road  and  knowing  quite  well 
from  publicity  that  this  will  ensure  that  he  stays  in  bed  longer  than 
he  would  do  if  the  air  was  clean. 

Soot  upon  the  yard,  soot  upon  the  curtains,  soot  upon  the 
baby  ! 

It  is  regrettable  that  solid  smokeless  fuel  supplies  are  causing 
slowing  down  in  conversions  from  coal  to  solid  smokeless  fuels. 
Perhaps,  however,  this  is  a benefit  in  disguise. 

Other  fuels  are  often  easier  to  handle. 

2.  Personal  Pollution. 

The  problem  of  the  cigarette  smoker  remains  with  us.  A 
considerable  amount  of  publicity  from  all  sources  during  the  year 
continues  to  persuade  a number  of  people  to  stop  smoking  and 
remain  in  a much  healthier  state. 

We  are  using  at  the  moment  some  material  from  the  National 
Society  of  Non-Smokers. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  efforts  to  produce  non-tobacco 
“cigarettes”— an  excellent  method  of  tax  collecting  for  the 
Chancellor  ! 


HOME  SAFETY 

The  joint  Alfreton  and  Ripley  Home  Safety  Committee  con- 
tinued to  flourish  during  the  year.  Funds  provided  by  Alfreton  and 
Ripley  Urban  District  Councils  and  Derbyshire  County  Council 
supported  the  activities  of  the  Committee  in  the  Districts. 

pf  special  note  is  a Sub-Committee  of  this  organisation 
which  deals  very  efficiently  and  happily  with  poster  competitions 
and  essay  competitions  in  schools.  Prizes,  certificates  and  booklets 
are  given  and  are  much  appreciated. 

It  is  very  pleasant  to  have  a secretary  who  has  a young  familv 
and  can  bring  direct  to  the  Committee  comments  and  experiences 
of  events  which  are  of  value  to  members. 

Some  of  the  activities  of  the  Committee  are  as  follows  •- 

Contracts  for  advertisements  on  public  transport  were  again 
renewed  for  one  year  and  various  roof  panel  posters  were  sent  to 
the  Omnibus  Companies.  Derbyshire  County  Council  Health 
Education  Department  assisted  in  their  production. 
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Information  was  obtained  from  the  Gas  Board  about  gas 
appliances  for  the  elderly  and  infirm  and  handicapped  persons.  It 
was  noted  that  the  Gas  Board  market  a handicapped  persons 
cooker  at  a rental  of  3/-  per  week. 

The  Electricity  Board’s  representative  showed  the  Committee 
a new  type  of  dual  socket  enclosed  in  one  case  and  also  a consumer 
unit  with  one  switch  controlling  the  whole  lot  of  fuses  which  had 
circuit  breakers  to  provide  an  automatic  blow-out. 

An  address  on  child  enticement  was  given  by  a Policewoman 
at  the  Area  4 Group  Meeting. 

Leaflets  on  New  Wiring  Colours  and  other  leaflets  were 
distributed. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Road  Safety  Committee  to 
purchase  between  us  numerous  posters  and  leaflets  for  Christmas. 

Water  Safety  : Up  to  £20  was  spent  on  the  purchase  of  Emer- 
gency Treatment  cards,  posters  and  leaflets  and  these  were 
distributed  to  organisations  and  schools  in  both  towns. 

Pans  with  one  common  detachable  handle  were  demonstrated 
by  their  inventor  and  a letter  and  photographs  were  sent  to  the 
Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  and  the  Area  Group 
in  support  of  the  idea. 

Representative  reported  on  the  National  Home  Safety  Con- 
ference at  Folkestone. 

Letters  were  sent  to  Area  Group  about  Electric  Hedgecutters 
being  dangerous.  One  person  had  his  finger  end  off. 

“Dangers  in  the  Home”  poster  competition  held  for  the 
Junior  Schools.  151  entries  and  42  winners. 

Posters  issued  to  various  Play  Groups  in  the  areas. 

Serviettes  were  purchased  and  distributed  to  all  schools  and 
organisations. 


HOUSING 

In  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  In- 
spector reference  is  made  to  various  aspects  of  housing. 

The  Council  have  come  to  own  a great  deal  of  poor  standard 
property  for  various  reasons.  This  entails  considerable  effort  and 
cost  in  dealing  with  groups  of  property  in  different  ways. 

The  most  prominent  feature  noted  is  the  great  disparity 
between  older  houses  and  modern  newly  built  houses. 

It  is  clear  that  purpose-built  warden  schemes  for  older  people 
are  encouraging  many  people  who  might  have  not  considered 
moving  to  apply  for  accommodation.

The  system  of  replacing  dustbins  is  as  follows 

Defective  bins  are  reported  by  refuse  collectors.  A letter  is  then 
sent  to  the  owner  requesting  replacement  of  the  defective  bin. 
After  a lapse  of  a reasonable  time,  a Statutory  Notice  is  served 
on  the  owner,  giving  him  28  days  in  which  to  provide  same. 

106  new  dustbins  were  provided  at  75  private  premises  ; 218 
council  houses  and  12  other  council  premises.  33  Preliminary 
Notices  and  2 Statutory  Notices  were  served. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936— SECTIONS  235-248 
COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  district.  This 
is  registered  for  20  male  inhabitants.  It  is  frequently  visited,  the 
rooms  are  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  are 
painted  to  facilitate  cleansing  at  prescribed  intervals.  Cooking 
facilities  and  washing  accomodation  are  satisfactory.  No  complaints 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Instruction  is  afforded  to  Student  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  this  is  one  of  the  Public  Health  Services  we  can  show  to 
colleagues  who  do  not  have  a Common  Lodging  House  in  their 
district. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  a revised  schedule  of  unfit  properties  was 
submitted  to  the  Council.  This  envisaged  clearing  approximately 
400  dwellings  over  a period  up  to  10  years. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  implement  the  first  stages  of  the 
plan  as  it  anticipated  that  new  houses  for  slum  clearance  purposes 
will  be  available  on  the  extension  to  the  South  Spire  site  during 
1970. 

The  acquisition  by  the  Council  of  ten  properties  at  Colliery 
Row,  Alfreton,  presented  an  opportunity  to  carry  out  a small 
improvement  scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  the  increased  grants 
available  for  the  improvement  of  houses  will  result  in  more 
occupiers  enjoying  amenities  comparable  with  those  presented  in 
a new  house.  The  purchase  from  the  Butterley  Company  of  a 
substantial  number  of  properties  at  Ironville  offers  an  exciting 
prospect  to  secure  improvement  of  both  the  properties  and 
environment.

CARAVAN  DWELLERS 

The  presence  of  itinerant  caravans  on  unlicensed  sites  con- 
tinued to  be  a problem  during  the  year.  Complaints  from  residents 
in  properties  adjacent  to  such  sites  were  soon  received  on  the 
arrival  of  any  caravans.  The  co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
involved  was  usually  obtained  although  in  one  instance  legal  pro- 
ceedings were  instituted  against  an  owner  where  occupation  of 
land  by  a group  of  caravans  had  taken  place.  Progress  in  provid- 
ing official  sites  appears  to  be  slow,  understandably  perhaps  in 
view  of  the  reluctance  of  many  authorities  to  find  suitable  land 
within  their  boundaries.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956  & 1968 


Smoke  Control  Areas  No.  3,  4,  5 and  6 were  proposed  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
The  orders  were  subsequently  confirmed  and  will  cover  a further 
502  acres  of  the  urban  district  with  approximately  173  properties 
included. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  a contravention 
of  Section  1 of  the  1968  Clean  Air  Act,  when  rubber  tyres  were 
being  burned  on  an  industrial  site  with  a consequent  emission  of 
black  smoke. 

The  magistrates  found  the  case  in  favour  of  the  Council,  a fine 
of  £10  with  costs  was  imposed.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  department  is  responsible  for  a continuous  effort  to  control 
rodent  infestation  in  the  district. 

85  such  complaints  were  received  and  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 
Daily  inspections  are  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator  of  the  tip  and 
its  surroundings  and  evidence  of  an  infestation,  however  small,  is 
quickly  noticed,  and  the  necessary  action  taken.  It  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  all  owners  and  occupiers  of  property  are  usually  most 
anxious  to  co-operate  in  the  eradication  of  rats,  mice  and  other 
vermin. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of 
the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  Nottingham  and  also  to  the  Pest  Control  Department 
for  their  valuable  assistance  in  dealing  with  complaints  received  re 
rabbits  and  other  pests  under  their  control. 

There  are  no  serious  infestations  on  farms. 

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  twice  during  the  year  and 
frequent  inspections  and  treatment  as  required  carried  out  at  the 
sewage  disposal  works. 

Complaints  from  householders  regarding  wasp  nests,  silver 
fish,  ants,  cockroaches,  etc.,  are  also  dealt  with  by  the  department.

Collection 

We  have  maintained  the  weekly  collection  of  domestic  and 
trade  refuse  from  all  premises  within  the  district.  The  object  of  the 
department  is  to  provide  the  ratepayers  with  the  best  possible 
service  at  all  times  of  the  year. 

We  endeavour  to  remove  all  articles  the  householders  wish  to 
dispose  of  and  make  separate  collections  where  it  is  necessary  to 
clear  a house  of  its  effects. 


Protective  Clothing 

As  in  the  previous  year,  all  workmen  have  been  provided  with 
two  suits  of  overalls  and  protective  gloves.  Reinforced  gloves  are 
provided  for  handling  baled  destructor  scrap,  etc.  Each  workman 
is  also  provided  with  a donkey  jacket,  and  the  men  working  on  the 
face  of  the  tip  issued  with  protective  legginettes. 


Depot 

Messroom,  locker  room,  showers  and  clothes  drying  room  are 
provided  for  the  workmen. 


Garages 

We  have  one  large  garage  (containing  an  inspection  pit)  for 
two  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Refuse  Collectors.  On  each  side  we 
have  a smaller  building.  One  is  used  for  garaging  the  Weatherill 
Tractor,  the  other  as  a workshop  for  the  stripping,  sorting  and 
grading  of  non-ferrous  metals  prior  to  sale.  There  is  also  a Paper 
Baling  Shed  with  extensions  providing  accomodation  for  three 
S.  and  D.  Refuse  Collectors. 


Nightsoil  Collection 

A regular  service  was  maintained  at  premises  in  the  area. 
Closet  pails  were  emptied  at  least  once  per  week  ; in  cases  of  over- 
crowded premises,  pails  are  emptied  twice  weekly.  Cesspools  have 
been  emptied  free  of  charge  twice  per  year,  and  where  necessary, 
additional  clearances  have  been  charged  for.  The  revenue  from 
these  sources  can  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  the  costing  report 
on  services.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a brief  report  which  contains 
only  matters  which  directly  or  indirectly  affect  the  health  of  the 
population. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

New  Sewage  Scheme  — Stage  III  — Alfreton 
New  Works 

The  new  Alfreton  Sewage  Works  sited  to  the  north  of  Alfreton 
were  substantially  completed  and  put  into  use  in  June,  1969.  In 
order  to  accommodate  the  trade  effluent  flow  from  the  new  factory 
of  Jersey  Kapwood  before  the  works  were  in  use,  an  8 acre  field 
was  taken  over  from  the  Opencast  Executive  and  used  for  surface 
treatment  to  supplement  the  existing  filter  beds.  The  new  works 
took  trade  effluent  from  the  new  Milk  Marketing  Board  factory 
immediately  they  were  in  use,  and  great  difficulties  have  been 
experienced  in  operating  the  whole  works  satisfactorily  because 
of  unauthorised  discharges  of  milk  solids  and  fats.  Repeated  warn- 
ings have  been  given  to  the  manager  of  the  factory  and  although  he 
states  that  he  is  endeavouring  to  iron  out  teething  troubles  with  his 
machinery  the  discharges  continue. 

The  new  sludge  pressing  plant  is  now  working  satisfactorily 
after  a few  teething  troubles  and  sludge  pressings  of  reasonably 
low  water  content  are  now  being  produced. 

New  Foul  Sewers 

(a)  Work  was  commenced  on  a new  9"  foul  sewer  from  the 
South  Spire  Housing  Site  south  of  Birchwood  Lane  to  Lower 
Somercotes. 

(b)  A small  length  of  sewer  was  laid  to  the  west  of 
Swanwick  Hill  to  by-pass  the  part  of  the  main  sewer  severely 
affected  by  colliery  subsidence. 

(c)  Plans  are  being  prepared  by  Messrs.  Elliott  & Brown 
for  the  pumping  station,  pumping  main  and  gravity  main  from  the 
Damsteads  to  the  new  Town  Works,  so  that  Highfield  Sewage 
Works  can  be  discontinued. 
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Future  Schemes 


Plans  are  being  considered  for  preparation  of  schemes  to  be 
carried  out  the  following  year 

(a)  Extensions  to  the  Pye  Bridge  Works  and  sewer  re- 
placements, etc.,  to  cater  for  the  extension  of  housing  in  Somer- 
cotes. 

(b)  A pumping  station,  pumping  main,  gravity  main  and 
surface  water  sewers  on  the  new  Industrial  Estate,  Cotes  Park  to 
cater  for  new  industries. 

Damage  to  Public  Property 

During  the  year  there  has  been  persistent  damage  to  the  old 
sewage  works,  pump  stations  and  public  conveniences.  Despite  the 
care  that  was  taken  in  the  design  of  the  newer  public  conveniences 
to  try  and  make  them  vandal-proof,  damage  is  still  being  caused  to 
fittings,  etc. 


ALFRETON  LIDO 

Attendances 

Total  attendances  at  the  Lido  in  the  summer  of  1969  were 
127,770.  This  comprises  98,968  swimmers  (including  school 
children  in  organised  parties  for  instruction)  and  28,802  spectators. 

Filtration,  Chlorination,  etc. 

There  has  been  no  trouble  during  the  year  in  keeping  the  water 
in  all  pools  in  excellent  condition,  even  during  the  days  when  the 
Lido  was  crowded.  All  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  ex- 
amination proved  to  be  satisfactory.  This  is  due  to  the  excellence 
of  the  Bell’s  filters  and  equipment  and  the  vigilence  of  the  staff. 

Cafe  and  Shop 

A good  service  was  provided  at  the  cafe  for  snacks  and  hot 
and  cold  drinks.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  staff  was  kept  down  to 
the  minimum  allowed  by  union  regulations  a small  loss  was  made 
on  the  cafe  and  shop.  It  is  planned  to  make  some  improvements  to 
the  cafe  service  during  1970  but  profits  will  be  dependent  on  the 
weather. 

Additional  Paving 

An  improvement  to  part  of  the  lawn  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Lido  consisting  of  retaining  walls  and  concrete  paving  has  been 
carried  out  with  money  supplied  by  ‘A.D.A.’ 
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HIGHWAYS 
Road  Constructions 

(a)  Golden  Valley  Widening. 

A much  needed  improvement  of  the  Class  III  road  irom 
Newlands  to  Golden  Valley  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The 
carriageway  was  widened  to  24  feet  and  a footpath  provided  down 
the  whole  of  its  length.  On  this  road  there  still  remains  to  be  done 
the  improvement  of  the  railway  bridge  and  the  canal  bridge  area. 
These  will  be  included  in  future  programmes. 

(b)  High  Street,  Alfreton. 

The  last  length  of  High  Street  from  Cressy  Road  to 
Mansfield  Road  junction  was  excavated  and  new  foundations  and 
hot  rolled  asphalt  surfacing  laid.  Thus  ends  a job  which  has 
brought  a certain  amount  of  unpopularity  to  the  department, 
because  of  its  interference  with  shopping  and  the  dust  and  noise 
nuisance  involved.  The  work  however  was  carried  out  with  planned 
efficency  and  an  excellent  and  lasting  job  made. 

(c)  Birchwood  Lane  Widening. 

A further  length  of  Birchwood  Lane  adjacent  to  the 
allotments  was  widened  to  improve  a dangerous  bend  and  to 
extend  the  footpath.  The  job  was  complicated  by  the  renewal  of 
public  undertaking  services,  but  was  efficiently  carried  out. 

(d)  Leabrooks  Road,  Leabrooks. 

The  length  of  road  from  Wood  Street  to  Leabrooks 
Corner  was  excavated  and  new  foundations  and  hot  rolled  asphalt 
surfacing  laid. 

(e)  New  Industrial  Estate  Road. 

The  length  of  road  at  Cotes  Park  from  Nottingham  Road 
to  the  old  Cotes  Park  Colliery  was  completed  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  a footpath  on  the  south  side.  This  footpath  will  be 
completed  when  the  new  industries  have  developed.  It  is  planned  to 
extend  this  road  in  1970  towards  Old  Birchwood. 

New  By-Pass 

The  new  by-pass  from  the  M.  1 to  A.  61  was  completed  during 
the  year  by  private  contractors  for  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
and  the  Ministry  of  Transport.  It  has  proved  extremely  beneficial 
to  the  town  and  the  Urban  District  as  a whole.  Some  heavy  traffic 
has  been  diverted  from  the  town  centre  and  Mansfield  Road. 

Private  Streets 

There  were  no  private  streets  taken  over  during  this  year  other 
than  those  on  new  estates. 

Waiting  and  Parking  Restrictions 

Plans  were  prepared  for  waiting  and  parking  restrictions  in 
various  parts  of  the  Urban  District  but  after  due  consideration  no 
action  was  taken  to  implement  them.

There  have  been  no  Council  houses  completed  during  the  year 
and  none  were  commenced.

(c)  19  Old  Age  Persons  bungalows  and  1 warden’s  bungalow, 
roads  and  sewers  at  Leabrooks. 

(d)  16  Old  Age  Persons  bungalows  and  1 warden’s  bungalow, 
roads  and  sewers  at  Pentrich  Road,  Swanwick. 

(e)  Electric  wiring  and  replacement  of  sink  units  where 
required  in  250  houses  and  bungalows.  Cottage  Farm 
Estate,  Somercotes. 

(f)  Installation  of  central  heating  in  103  Old  Persons  bungalows. 

Housing  Maintenance 

The  repair  and  painting  of  Council  houses  proceeded 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

New  Industry 

1969  was  an  outstanding  year  for  the  preparation  and  pro- 
vision for  new  industries  in  the  Urban  District.  All  services  were 
planned  for  the  extension  of  the  Cotes  Park  Industrial  Site  and 
many  new  firms  agreed  to  purchase  sites  for  new  buildings.  The 
remaining  sites  were  also  sold  on  the  Nix’s  Hill  Industrial  Estate. 

The  new  Taylor  Woodrow  Private  Industrial  Estate  was  con- 
structed during  the  year.  Existing  buildings  were  used  at  Alfreton 
Colliery  to  accommodate  six  small  industries. 

GENERAL 

Flooding  of  the  Erewash 

Occasional  flooding  from  the  River  Erewash  again  occurred 
during  the  year,  in  the  Ironville  and  Pye  Bridge  areas. 

There  is  still  no  sign  of  the  Trent  River  Authority  scheduling 
this  length  as  a “main  river”,  and  then  dredging  out  the  silt. 

Opencast  Sites 

N.C.B.  Opencast  Executive 

The  two  opencast  sites  to  the  north-west  of  Swanwick  and 
north  of  Alfreton  have  proceeded  satisfactorily  without  undue 
nuisance  to  residents.  The  pit  hill  at  Alfreton  Colliery  was  sub- 
stantially reduced  in  height. 
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Private  Sites 

(a)  Exhibition  Minerals  Site,  Ironville  — this  site  although 
taken  over  by  the  Opencast  Executive  from  a private  com- 
pany, has  never  been  reinstated  and  is  in  a derelict 

condition.  , , , 

(b)  Norman  Road  Site,  Lower  Somercotes  — work  proceeded 

on  this  site  during  the  year  to  win  coal  and  clay. 

Complaints  were  received  from  local  residents  about  noise, 
dust  and  the  height  of  the  spoil  heaps.  Action  was  taken  with  the 
contractors,  Camms,  to  remedy  these  nuisances.
